Fear of Dark Brewed in Tube 


HOUSTON, Tex. (Route) — 
Scientists at Baylor College 
of Medicine said Saturday 
they have created memory in 
a test tube for the first time, 
a breakthrough they said 
could rival in importance the 
discovery of the secrets of 
heredity. 

Dr. George Ungar, Hungar¬ 
ian-born professor of pharma¬ 
cology, said he has isolated 
chemical which represents 
fear of darkness. He regards 
ii as the first step in decoding 
the complex chemical langu- 


procesics information and 
learns from it. 

The chemical, called scoto- 
phobin. was extracted from 
the bruins of rats which had 
been trained by electric 
shocks to reverse their 
normal reaction and shun the 
dark Injected into untrained 
rats and mice — which 
normally prefer a dark place 
over a lighted one — scoto- 
phubin makes them, tpo, fear 
darkness.

This chemical memory has 
been virtually duplicated in a 


versity, he said. The first 
batches of syn thetic 
scotophobin were fractionally 
different from the natural 
product of the rats' brains 
and, as a result, higher 
doses were required to in¬ 
duce fear of darkness.

WASHINGTON <AP) The White House 
said Saturday the government has begun an “or¬ 
derly, yet rapid phaseout" of all herbicide opera¬ 
tions in Vietnam and hopes to complete the job by 
next spring. 

Herbicides now are used in Vietnam' as de¬ 
foliants of jungle undergrowth and to kill other 
wildly growing vegetation, a WTiite House spokes¬ 
man said. Until last spring they were also used 
lo destroy crops, he noted. 

The White House also said that during ihe 
phaseout period ihe use of herbicides will be “re- 
stricted to the perimeter of fire bases and U.S. 
installations or remote, unpopulated areas.”

B efore leaving Canada following his 

meeting with Prime Minister Tiudeau, British 
Prime Minister Heath once again defined for the 
press in moderate and reasonable terms his 
government’s attitude toward supplying South 
Africa with defensive aims under the Simonstown 
agreement. 

Displaying remarkable patience. Mr. Heath 
painstakingly outlined the situation to date and spelt 
out in some detail Britain's commitments under the 
existing treaty. He quite openly admitted there 
was some opposition to his government’s stand on 
the issue among certain Commonwealth countries, 
but reiterated that the time had come for British 
policies to be determined by British interests. 

Tactfully he suggested that Commonwealth 
nationa should understand and respect Britain's 
l reaty obligations and the necessity for each 
country to establish and carry out its own policies. 

His calm appraisal and polite request that 
Commonwealth nations mind their own business 
and allow Britain to do the same has, however, 
done little to quiet the impertinent, interfering 
and to a large degree ignorant, utterances of a 
number of Canadian politicians, among whom are 
Warren Allmand, chairman of the Liberal Party's 
externa] affairs caucus, David Lewis, the deputy 
leader of the NDP, and Conservative Party foreign 
affairs specialist Gordon Fairweather. 

These three, each with his own sphere of 
Influence in his own party, adopt the uncompromis 
ing attitude that there can be no justification for 
approaching the British position on the arms 
embargo with an open mind. 

Mr. Fairweather and Mr. Lewis agree that 
Britain's claim that it must supply arms to South 
Africa to counteract the Soviet Union's presence in 
the Indian Ocean is a “hollow and dishonest 
excuse." 

As If this highly insuiting remark were hot 


enough, both Mr. Allmand and Mr. Lewis have 
stated that they woud not be opposed to the 
expulsion of Britain from the Commonwealth if 
she did not change her mind. 

It is to be hoped that Prime Minister Trudeau 
will not allow himself or this country to be guided 
by nescient words of these three unwise men. 


Proper Place 

T HERE HAVE BEEN SUGGESTIONS of criti¬ 
cism of Premier Bennett for his plans to be In 
California at the start of the confederation 
centennial year this week. 

Mr. Bennett and a party of government 
officials are to be in Pasadena for the annual Rose 
Bowl festivities. British Columbia has entered a 
float in the famous Rose Bowl parade. And 
although the visit is in promotion of the 100th 
anniversary of the province's union with Canada, 
there are those who feel Mr. Bennett should be on 
hand to preside over the welcome to 1971. 

This is most flattering to Mr. Bennett. But this 
is the province of British Columbia's centenary, 
not his, and no one person should be singled out for 
the cutting of the cake. 

Mr. Bennett likes to be in the limelight and he 
has chosen the proper one for this occasion. He will 
be encouraging 1971 tourism in his Pasadena 
appearance, and this is most important to the 
economy of British Columbia.

T HE British govemmenf's 
contemplated sale of 
•ims to South Africa for 
safeguarding the Ga|)c sea 
route ha* become a highly 
emotional issue in Canada. 

Like all emotional issue*, it 
is impervious to calm exam¬ 
ination and reasoning. 

People who opjwae the 
British proposition — and it 
could well be the majority of 
sanctimonious Canadians — 
have made op their minds 
that selling arms to South 
Africa is immoral because it 
implies, ii f their opinion, 
approval of or acquiescence in 
the policy of racial discrim¬ 
ination 


This is nonsense Successive 
British 1-abor and Conserva¬ 
tive governments, including 
the present Tory government 
under Prime Minister Edward 
Heath, have made if abund¬ 
antly clear that they do not 
like South Africa's racial 
minority rule any better than 
the ideological minority rule 
In the Communist-dominated 
countries. 

Bu> they have also made it 
abundantly clear. Iioth in 
words and deeds. that disap¬ 
proval of those systems would 
not preclude contacts and 
business with either Sooth 
Africa or the Common: ,t- 
ruled countries in the extent 
considered essential for Brit¬ 
ain's and the fr e e world's 
interests.

And the way he felt then — 
and says he still does is 
simply tbai you must take 
your chances thai if you 
demonstrate you I ace the risk 
of anti-demonstration.

And who is the old demon¬ 
strator. the one-time activist 
of dissent? 

None other than the not-so- 
old a remarkably youngish 
looking and acting 51, actually 
— Prime Minister Pierre 
Elliott Trudeau. 

The risk a demonstrator 
must run. shrugs the prime 
minister, is that of getting hit 
back when he hits out 
Or, to put it as the prime 
minister did in an appearance 
not so long ago at Three 
Rivers: 

"The demonstrators must 
come down out of the clouds 
and realize that if they feel 
they have the right to lush 
out at the police, the police 
have every right lo lash right 
back at them " 


The prime minister never 
has evaded the accusation 
that in the Second World War 
he was opposed to conscrip¬ 
tion. 

Thirty year* ago he was a 
youth of 21 living in Mont¬ 
real's beticj -than-middle-cltus 
Outtemont 

And while other French 
Canadian young men were 
'joining Quebec's famed Van 
Doos, the Chatcauguays and 
other storied regimenLs. he 
was riding his motor bike 
around Montreal, and enjoy¬ 
ing the life of the unattached 
and uncommitted. 

Yes, he says —■ and has 
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confessed as much publicly on 
television at one of his press 
conferences he objected to 
service in the armed force* 
especially under the compul¬ 
sion of conscription. 

So did a lot of others, and 
not only in Montreal and 
Quebec. 

* * * 

He concedes, loo, that he 
even demonstrated'' against 
imposition of the manpower 
draft for the reinforcement 
atarv ed Services 

But the realist then that 
he is now. the pragmatist 
Trudeau didn't permit his 
dissent lu carry him to 
extremes mid into the danger 
zone of official retaliation 
"I knew, he has said at 
Thice River* recently, "that 
if 1 rioted in the streets, i ran 
the risk of getting a boot in 
the tail from the police." 

Again the prime minister 
got around to the now-famed 
St Jean BapUste Day Parade 
riot in Montreal, back in 1968 
on the very eve of the federal 
election. 


His performance that vio¬ 
lent day — his cool defiance 
under fire to violence went 
a very long way (icihaps 
all the way necessary to 
win him the election with a 
strong majority. 

You remember what hap¬ 
pened. , 

The separatists, lying in 
wait in the'crowds around the 
official parade review plat¬ 
form. and marching in a 
group in Ihe procession, went 
hairy 

As the separatist marchcis 
reached ihe stand, their allies 
mingling on Ihe sidelines 
combined their forces and 
opened fire on die platform 
with butties, cun*, rock*, 
bricks and just about any¬ 
thing that could be thrown. 


The other officials, the 
"dignitaries." as they're 
called on such occasions, ran 
for cover and Pierre Trudeau 
was left there alone 
He ducked the flying cans 
and bottles, dodged the rocks 


and bricks, but he didn't run 
in retreat 

He stuck it out and won tha 
admiration of ail Canadian 
probably even some of the 
separatists for his guts. 

Recalling the demonstration 
that day, and Ihe way the 
Montreal police — never 
gentle moved in, he 

shrugged again: 

If the rioters have the 
courage to raise hell, they 
have to understand that they 
should have the courage tq 
take it if ihe police rough 
them up a little " 

In short: if you want to dish 
it out, be prepared to take it 
* * 4 * 

What about demonstrator* 
being so cirrrcnlly coy about 
news jkiotogra pliers taking 
their pictures and then being 
called to couri to present 
them a* evidence? 

'When they're busy protest - 
ing they're not hiding." said 
the prime minister, "so why, 
all of a sudden, should they 
wish ■ to conceal themselves? 
How do they rationalize pri¬ 
vacy in public protest?" 

Good question. 


Mr. Anderson’s Islands 


M R David Anderson, mem- 
)>er of Parlianieni for 
Eaquimall-Saanich. i* a very 
shrewd man. He ha* made a 
remarkable proposal for the 
establishment of a national 
park and he has gained 
considerable attention for it. 
Yet. he ha* jeojiardized 
scarcely one vote, even from 
the opponents of his scheme, 
for the entire proposal deals 
with land outside hi* own 
constituency. 

The recommendation that 
the Gulf Islands be estab¬ 
lished a* a national park ha* 
gained attention over a wide 
area.

IV> Uki an oldtinw melodrama. The two 
heroes hanging on by their fingertips, out¬ 
numbered by their enemies.

The he roe i in thii case are a couple of magazines, 
household words, old friends. They would be sorely missed by 
many of their millions of readers' if the ending isn't happy, 
The magazines are Life and Look. 

First it was Collier’s that fell before the onslaught of 
television and the rise of special-interest magazines. Then 
down went the Saturday Evening Post. Now, Life and Look 
an pp against it. They may wind up this year losing at least 
SIS.miHion between them 


number of occasions to exchange ideas an advertising and 
circulation— we have mutual problems, you know We did 
have some casual conversations about putting the two 
magazines together, put it was obvious within three minutes 
that it wouldn't make any sense." 

Why not? fofprmed sources provide a number of reasons. 
Among them: itlding Life's 7.000,000 circulation to Looks 
6.500,000 wtiuld produce a total making it necessary for the 
combined magazines to charge as much as J 100 . 0 U 0 a page for 
advertising. 

Advertisers currently complain about the $65,000 coat of a 
four-colpr page in Life ($56,000 in Look). It is doubtful that 
advertisers now using both magazines would spend as big a 
combined total on one 

l A study by one brokerage house. Oppcnhcimer and Co . 
indicates that in terms of cost tier thousand viewers or 
readers, the rates charged by Life, look gnd network TV are 
pretty dose. A one-minute spot on one prime TV show runs 
$65,000 and probably reaches 35 million Viewers, about what 
Life contends is the total readership audience of its 7,000.000 
actual circulation l 

What may happen, of course, is that one of the two 
publications will die, leaving only one anyway The betting 
now is that the first to go would be Look. The current 
recession, causing some cutbacks in advertising spending, 
intensifies the problem And this year now looks to be one of 
the worst for both magazines. 


To help make up the lossei of Lite, Time, Ipc., also laid 
off mgny employees. In Addition, editorial employees must 
now give a "valid" reason for flying first class such as 
"working on the airplane” or “coUldn't get a tourist seat." 


Circulation Slashed 


Both magazines also figure on substantial savings from 
recent cuts in circulation. Look, a few weeks ago, pared its 
circulation to 6,500.00 from 7.750,000 while Life cut ita 
circulatim last January to 7,000,000 from 8.500.000. A recent 
study by Qppenheimer and Co. calculated that it costs 41 
cents to (Hibllsh each copy of Life and only a penny less for 
Look. Revenue from circulation covers only a fourth of that 
cost. 

One element that undoubtedly would affect any decisions 
to close these magazines would be their subscription liability 
(the money people have paid ior magazines which they have 
not yet received 4 

For Lxxik this figure will be about $4,000,000 as of Dec 
31, 1370. 

Look says about half of this total, however, would not 
have to be returned to subscribers In cash because when they 
signed their contracts to the subscriptions these people said 
they would be willing to take a substitution of another 
magazine if for some reason they did not get Look for the 
entire life of the subscription 


Gearing for Battle 


But they're not giving up without a battle. Both Cowles 
Communications, Inc , publisher of Look, and Time, Ing., 
publisher of Ufe, have sold off other profitable properties, 
thus gaining funds to concentrate gn the effort. 

Expenses hsve been slashed. Including the once-renowned 
unlimited expense account allowances of the magazines' 
reporters, who now are supposed to fly economy 
das*—though that order is still often ignored. Circulation Is 
being trimmed, both to save publishing cost and to permit 
lower advertising rates. 

So determined are the two companies to keep their 
flagships afloat that the top men at Cowles and Time have 
met to discuss some form of merger of the two magazines. 

Meantime, both are floundering in search at some formula 
to woo back the advertisers fleeing to TV, much as the 
Saturday Evening Post floundered—and then foundered— a 
few years ago. 

Life has changed from the weekly newsmagazine it had 
been since its inception in 1936 to a concentration on more in- 
depth news and feature stories. 

It has put together a highly regarded team of 
investigative reporters and uncovered a number of 
sensationlinks between organized crime and federal, state 
and local government officials around the United States. It'is 
currently stimulating considerable controversy with the 
purported memoirs of former Soviet premier Nikita 
Khrushcifv. 


Comeback Gambles 


Nevertheless, both Cowles and Time appear iwnt on 
gambling on a major comeback In the case of Cowles, the 
most dramatic evidence of this is the Oct 28 agreement to sell 
most of its profitable properties, including Family Circle 
magazine, three Florida daily newspapers, a television station 
in Memphis and a group of seven dental and medical 
journals, for $50,700,000 in stock to the New York Times (In 
return, Cowles becomes the owner ot a 23 per cent interest in 
the newspaper company.) 

Two days later. Time, Inc , announced it, too, was selling 
off an even larger chunk of Its money-making properties. The 
sales, to McGraw Hill, involved 13 radio and TV stations. The 
sale price: $80 million. 

Belt-tightening is evident throughout the Cowles building. 
Earlier this year the executive dining room was closed. Look 
closed its European and San Francisco bureaus. Reporters 
have been ordered to fly economy class. Some 80 editorial 
employees have been laid off 

Last July the pay of all Cowles executives earning $30,000 
or more was cut 10 per cent of the portion over $30,000 while 
Cowles took a 15 per cent cut. This came us something of a 
blow to executive editor Patricia Carbine who only a few 
weeks earlier had recieved a raise to the pay level which 
received the cuts She recently joined McCall's as editorial 
director. 


That leaves an actual liability of about $20 million but it 
is estimated that the cost to Look, where it to told, would not 
run quite that high. 

When Collier s closed in 1955, for example, only five per 
cent of the people who had unfulfilled subscriptions insisted 
on a cash refund. The remainder agreed to the substitution of 
another magazine. 

Life would also seriously hesitate before folding its 
publication. For one Uing, its subscription liability runs in the 
neighborhood of $50 million. 

Also, while Life magazine itself might be losing money, 
the Life books division that uses Life's subscription list for 
sales and is closely connected editorially to the magazine, has 
been very profitable. If Life no longer existed, the sales of 
Hie books would be seriously hampered 


Look Goes Serious

|*uth, the two magazines are, in some cases, offering more 
hteresting and controversial fare than what critics often 
charge the TV networks are airing. 

Unfortunately, advertisers and the ad experts of Madison 
Avenue appear convinced that TV still reaches the same 
general audience better. And when they want to reach a more 
select audience, they can find plenty of other publications to 
use In doing to. 

"TV has supplanted whatever fascination Life and lxxik 
offered with their weekly pictures of important news,” 
contended one top New York advertising executive "They

The chief question may be whether they take any form at 
all. According to Leon Garry, editor of Media Industry 
Newsletter. Look has run 1,154 pages of advertising thus far 
this year, a 15 per cent slide from the same period a year 
ago. Life’s average per-issue also has dropped nearly 15 per 
cent, his figures show 

We have confirmed that not long ago Gardner (Mike) 
Cowles, chairman of Cowles Communications, and Andrew 
Heiskell, his counterpart at Time, Inc., met to discuss their 
prubletns. 

The talks ranged from combining only the advertising 
forces of the two magazines to an outright merger. The two 
men also raired the possibility of cutting Life, a weekly, to a 
biweekly schedule, alternating with Look, which currently 
comes out every two weeks. 

Officials of Time. Inc , won't discuss the matter in fact 
they refused to be interviewed for this article. But Dowks 
conceded: 

"Heiskell and I are very good friends. We have met on a

Some day a road will 

undoubtedly connect the com¬ 
paratively short distance be¬ 
tween Zeballos and Tahsls to 
make a scenic circle tour 
possible around Vancouver 
Island's inlet-studded, moun¬ 
tain-crowned midwest coast.

Logging in the Nltinat I aka 
tree which outrioortmen 
clgim should be included in 
tba new park boundaries has 
become a controversial issue, 
but already logging roads are 
being pushed into that area, 
bringing that section of the 
wilderness west coast trail 
ever closer to vehicle access 
and easier access points for 
hlksrt, but at a sacrifice to 
wilderness beauty and dam¬ 
age to watersheds through 
logging.

There are many who be 
liev« that underwriters and 
brokers should be divorced 
and not permitted to carry on 
in double harness. 

Another important person in 
the shareholders’ lives is the 
auditors, usually a large firm 
of chartered accountants 
The shareholders elect their 
auditors at the annual general 
meeting, and in law the 
auditors are responsible for 
looking after their interests 
But as most shareholders 
known, the auditors are pro- 
know. the management and It 
is very unlikely that a counter 
nomination from the floor of 
the annual meeting would 
upset tha official choice 
As a result auditors are 
thus quite clearly dependent 
upon their retention of the 
account by their ability to 
keep In good standing with 
control and management of 
the company. 

This does not mean that 
auditors fail to do their duty 
in the certification of the 
company accounts, but it is 
also a matter of some doubt 
if they woald probe as deeply 
into certain subjects if they 
did not know on which side 
their bread was buttered. 

An suditor’s statement can 
mean a lot or little so far «s 
the interests of the minority 
shareholder is concerned. 


"While the Stock Exchange 
may have their personal 
opinions as to the possible 
merits of a proposed deal, for 
many reasons the Stock Ex¬ 
change makes every effort to 
hide its bias.

Jordan Troops, 
Guerrillas 
Fight Two Days

BEIRUT. Lebanon (API — 
Jordanian tanks and troops 
lought Paiestinian guerrillas 
for two days in strategic 
Jordan Hills but were re¬ 
pulsed, an Arab Commando 
rommuaique claimed Satur¬ 
day. 

The communique said the 
fighting begun Christmas Eve 
and continued until past day¬ 
break Saturday 15 miles 
northwest of Amman in the 
hills overlooking Salt. It 
called the battle "one of the 
worst” since the li-<fay civil 
war in September. 

The guerrilla commanders 
have been unable to count 
casualties, the communique 
said. The Jordanian army 
was striking at guerrilla 
strongholds in the hills. 

* * * 

A government statement 
Friday night said the army 
overran the guerrilla bases 
and two soldiers were killed 
and two wounded. There were 
no reports on the clashes 
Irom Amman Saturday be¬ 
cause telephone lines were 
not working. 

Tire A r f b peace-keeping 
mission in' Jordan since the 
civil war tried to arrange a 
cease-fire, but the guerrilla 
cammoniqup said its efforts 
were thwarted by repeated 
Jordanian mortar and artil¬ 
lery barrages. 

* * * 

Later the Arab mission 
announced that life returned 
to normal in Salt in the 
afternoon. 

The acting head of the 
mission, Col. Farouk Asm, 


said he visited Salt with a ! 
number of Arab military 
observers and agreed with 
guerrilla representatives and 
Jordanian troops to end the 
tension. 

He said roads leading to the 
town of Salt and areas where 
fighting occurred have been 
reopened and both sides were 
co-operating in carrying out 
the recent peace agreements. 

★ * * 

In recent days guerrillas 
and villagers near Salt fought 
a series of skirmishes. Gov¬ 
ernment statements claimed 
the guerrillas had taken over 
the villagers' land and would 
not let them farm. 

One report in a Beirut 
newspaper said the peace 
commission established . hie 
initial fighting was between 
the commandos and the gov- 
e r nment-sponsored People* 
Resistance, or militia. 

Both King Hussein and 
guerrilla leader Yaslr Arafat 
were out of the country. 
Hussein was in London on a 
private visit with his family 
and Arafat was in Saudi 
Arabia.

The Iraqi news agency said 
diplomatic sources in Amman 
expect a n Israeli attack 
against the new bases the 
commandos set up in the 
Jordan Valley after they left 
Arpman and other cities aa 
part of the September peace 
accords.

Family Trio

James Trayor was killed 
when he answered a call to 
assist another trooper. Robert 
Falls, who was arresting two 
members of the family — a 
father and his son — a patrol 
spokesman reported.

Falls, also shot, was re¬ 
ported in satisfactory condi¬ 
tion Saturday in a local 
hospital. The father under 
arrest also was wounded by 
gunfire and in hospital. 

Charged with murder were 
Maxle McFadden. 43; his son, 
Maxie Jr., 21; and the son’s 
wife Eleanor. JO 

The shooting occurred 


Christmas night when Maxis 
and hi# son drove into the 
yard of their home after 
being chased by Falls on a 
traffic violation, police said. 


Authorities said the son got 
into an argument with Falls 
and Trayor and a scuffle 
erupted. Fails'.38-calibre pis¬ 
tol was grabbed from its 
owner, according to the patrol 
report, and Trayor and Falls 
were shot three times each 

Sumter County Sheriff I. 
Byrd Parnell said Falls got 
another gun out of his patrol 
car and shot the elder Mc- 
Fadden in die arm and the 
leg. 

Eleanor McFadden was ar¬ 
rested after it was discovered 
that at least one of the 
troopers liad been shot with a 
22-calibre pistol or rifle.

I should warn you, though, that a 
germination teat doesn't teU the whole 
story, far it Is possible lor overage 
seeds to germinate quite readily, yet 
tail to make satisfactory growth 
thereafter. I have noticed this particu¬ 
larly with tomato, marigold and lettuce 
seeds; the left-over seeds came up, but 
the plants lacked vigor. 

Unless your seeds are of rare or 
hard-to-get kinds, I think it is penny 
wise and pound foolish to sow leftover 
seeds when fresh seeds can be 
purchased for as little as 25c per 
packet. 


When black spot is found, infected 
leaves must be picked off and burned, 
and the plant sprayed with an affective 
fungicide. 

Sod-splashing during heavy rain te 
believed to be a contributing (actor in 
the spread of the disease, so it is wise 
to maintain a surface mulch of peat 
mots or sawdust during the growing 
season to keep tha soil covarad and 
prevent this spalshing.

Courtenay 1-I, too, have wen reports 
about phenomen al cures of black spot in 
rotes by spraying with a solution of 
Epsom salta in water, but I don't 
beliava it is true. There is a deficiency 
disease in rasa* caused by malnutrition 
which shows up M purple blotches on 
the leaves, and this can be cleared up 
os if by magic by spraying with Epsom 
salts. 1 think this nutritional disorder 
has been mistaken (or the rad black 
spot infection, and has given rise to 
these stories. 

The markings caused by the real 
black spot infection may be sooty black 
or purplish, but they are almost always 
round in shape and with little hair-like 
'‘rays” around the edge of the spot 
when young. The blotches caused by a 
shortage of magnesium in the soil are 
larger, always purple, and irregularly 
shaped. 


SCABBY POTATOES (D.W , Vic¬ 
toria)—Do not spread hen manure an 
ground intended for potatoes, as this 
kind of manure encourages the disease 
organism that causes scabby potatoes 
Horse or cow manure, well rotted and 
with plenty of straw in it, may be ustd- 

To grow clean, scab-free potatoes, 
you should have plenty of bulky organic 
matter In the soil, and this may be 
fairly old manure, half-rotted compost, 
leaves or lawn mowings. I favor 
dumping this organic rubbish on top of 
the seed pieces in the furrow ralher 
than placing it underneath. 

Do not lime the portion of the 
vegetable plot which is to be used for 
potatoes in 1971, as fresh liming also 
favors the development of scab.

Major Breakthrough? 


Slippery Water 
May Kill Fires 


CHICAGO (AP) - Achieve¬ 
ment of e Major break¬ 
through in (ireflghting tech¬ 
nology — Involving continuous 
creation of a chemically 
generated "eUppery water” 
aboard fire truck* — was 
reported Saturday by a New 
York chemical engineer 

Dr. Edward Biqm told a 
science meeting here the 
pioneering technique features 
automatic chemical con¬ 
version of fire-hydrant water 
to a fluid that flow* faster 
through hoses and shoots 
twice as far. 

He said it should enable 


firemen to doiaa blase* more 
quickly and effectively — 
with resultant savings in 
human lives and property 
damage. 

Blum, a private researcher 
working for New York City's 
fire department, qlso repprted 
he and other scientists see 
promising possibilities for de¬ 
veloping a new, atomic- 
powered ‘ 'early detecticsi and 
warning system” lor auto¬ 
matically spotting fires. He 
said such a system could 
offer significant life-saving 
advantages over conventional 
automatic alarm systems.

TIJUANA, Mexico — Every 
morning a navy shore patrol¬ 
man drives from San Diego, 
Calif., across the international 
border to <$eiivcr 14 lwx 
lunches to a Mexican peni¬ 
tentiary. 

The food packages are 
lunch and dinner for seven 
American sailors and marines 
serving time in the prison 
It's but one of many unique 
features of the La Mesa state 
penitentiary here. 

La Mesa over the years has 
had more American prisoners 
than any other foreign jail — 
except tor prisoner of war 
camps. 

Baja California's only state 
penitentiary, located on ihe 
east side of Tijuana, is 
currently home tor at least 47 
American citizens — 43 men, 
seven of them the sailors and 
marines, and four women. 

Total Count 

Total population at La 
Mesa, including the Ameri¬ 
cans, is 780 men. 37 women. 

There’s not a prison in the 
United States — nor in 
Mexico for that matter — 
quite like the state pen at 
Tijuana. 

Women spend time with the 
prisoners, sometimes staying 
several days in private 
rooms. Children live inside 
prison w 9 11 g with their 
mothers. Many prisoners keep 
pets 

Affluent inmates who dis¬ 
like prison fare may cook 
their own meals in prison 
'motel'' rooms from food 
purchased at the prisoncr- 
nwned and operated grocery 
stores and meat market 
For most within the 25-foot- 
liigh walls, life revolves 
around a 2 J Ti-acre dirt jail 
yard 

Flanking the yard are the 
"tanks" — where prisoners

There are 10 small grocery 
stores, a meat market, taco 
stands, two restaurants, cloth¬ 
ing and shoe stores — all 
prisoner-owned and operated. 

Pepsi Cola 

But the $2 a week Ihe 
Mexican government allows 
to feed federal prisoners 
doesn't go very far by 
American standards, which is 
why the navy provides box 
lunches far service prisoners. 

One prisoner has the La 
Mesa <tate penitentiary Pepsi 
Cola distributorship Barbara, 
an American, is the La Mesa 
distributor for Beauty Con¬ 
sultants, a cosmetic supply 
house. 

There are prisoner-owned 
co-operatives — cabinet, 
woodwork, wrought iron, plas¬ 
tics and specialty shops. 

No prison garb here — you 
wear what you like. 

It s the busiest penitentiary 
in all Mexico, may be in the 
world. 

The activity all started lour 
years ago when Antonio 
Martinez, 51. a certified pub¬ 
lic accountant and lifelong 
businessman, was named 
warden. 

Sitting Idle 

Tall and rangy with sall- 
and-p^pper hair, Martinez is 
known io prisoners and peni- 
tenliary officials alike as 


"F1 a k o " —S p anish for 
•'skinny." 

"There were problems be¬ 
fore," he said, explaining why 
he inaugurated bis program 
to encourage prisoners to 
work and earn money while 
serving time. 

•Prisoners were sitting 
around idle. It brewed 
trouble. I'm a firm believer in 
free enterprise. 

"Many now make better 
money in here as prisoners 
than they could be making on 
the outside at comparable 
jobs." 

An excellent line of com¬ 
munication has been estab¬ 
lished between La Mesa and 
the U.S- consulate in Tijuana. 

"Americans are getting 
something here they don't get 
in any other foreign jail in the 
world," reports Richard 
Courtenaye, U.S, consul in 
Tijuana. 

"Thanks to the co-operation 
of warden Martinez and the 
Mexican government, we 
have access to every Ameri¬ 
can prisoner at all times." 

Drug Cases 

Halt the 47 Americans In 
the La Mesa penitentiary are 
awaiting sentence or serving 
time for convictions Involving 
marijuana or narcotics. 

Those in prison for mari¬ 
juana either bad a single or a 
few cigarettes on their person 
or were arrested for buying 
compressed bricks of mari¬ 
juana for resale in the United 
States. 

One young American couple 
recently released from La 
Mesa spent eight months in 
prison for possessing three 
marijuana cigarettes 

"Mexican law is strict 
regarding marijuana And nar¬ 
cotics,” notes TijuAna at¬ 
torney Ricardo Gilbert Her¬ 
rera "It's a federal offence." 

Vicky, 19, came to La Mesa 
last June to visit her Ameri¬ 


can boyfriend, who is serving 
four years and six months for 
possessing 88 pounds of mari¬ 
juana. 

She never left. Site's one of 
four American women in the 
prison. 

The Guard 

A jail guard became aus- 
picioua of Vickey'i wig on the 
day of her visit. Inside he 
found marijuana she bad 
stashed and smuggled into 
Mexico to give her boyfriend. 

Now Vicky is pregnant. 

When the child la born 
Vicky may keep the baby 
with her in jail. 

"I let mothers keep their 
children with them if that's 
their wish, explains Martinez. 
"I feel morally It helpe the 
mothers to have the children 
close by, 

"They may live with their 
mothers here in prison until 
school age ” 

Roll-Call 

There are few prison 
chores, if an inmate doesn't 
have a regular job, he is free 
to spend the time as h# 
pleases. 

Everyone la required to 
turn out for roll-call at 6:30 
a m., but there are few other 
demands. 

If a prisoner oversleeps, he 
Is fined 50 cents for not 
answering muster. If he can’i 
pay the fine he spends a day 
in solitary confinement. 

Andy, a 44-year-old nar¬ 
cotics offender, coaches a 
basketball team made up of 
American inmates. Athletic 
programs are extremely pop¬ 
ular in prison. 

Some of the better baseball, 
basketball and soccer teams 
In the Tljua'na area over the 
years have worn the jersey* 
of the La Mesa Tigers 

Prison teams are in regular 
leagues — but the Tigers 
always play at home

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My First Christmas in Canada 


1 came to Canada from Eng¬ 
land a thy unsophisticated war 
bride, and wot dumped upon Var¬ 
got It land, on the wild and woolly 
west roast of Vancouver Island 
about five miles from Tofino , an 
island almost unheard of, not even 
marked on the map. 

The steamer Princess MaquinnA came up 
three times a month to Tofino, and our mail and 
•tores came over by launch to our island. 

We had built our little grey home in the west, 
actually getting Into it before it was finished, and 
on stormy nights we were nearly blown out of 
bed. Storms on the west coast are something ever 
to be remembered. 

My first Christmas in this “back of beyond’ 
was quite fun, though I must say I was terribly 
homesick. In ah my life I had only spent one 
Christmas away from home, and that with 
relations in England. 

We decorated the house, all we had to do was 
to go outside and gather armsiul of evergreens, 
and cut (town a Christmas tree. Then came the 
Christmas mail, and what a mail I We sat on the 
floor surrounded with ID days of daily papers, and 
other reading matter, and for hours were busy 
opening letters and parcels from borne and 
friends, containing all sorts of Lovely things. 
Stacks of woollies, as most people seemed to 
think I bad gone to the icy regions, as well as 
the back of beyond. I smile now when I think 
of that day, feeling so very far away from home 

I was no cook, and here I might say to all 
who intend to go out to isolated places (if there 
are any left) to learn to cook, otherwise it's 
terribly bard upon one s husband Fortunately for 


me, and more so for him, my husband had a 
good digestion, or he (me tool would have been 
dead long agot 

1 made plum puddings, they were not so bad, 
but my mince pies! Words fail me! How awful 
they were, hard as bullets and bitter, as for some 
unknown reason I had used spoonsful of baking 
soda. Somehow I thought it was the rirfit thing 
to do, goodness knows where such an idea came 
from. They were such a lovely color, and looked 
so good, but one cannot always tell by the looks 
of things! 

The worst of it was, I bad made up a hamper 
for the only other white man living near; our only 
neighbor other than my in-laws, and Indians a 
few miles away. I wonder he ever spoke to me 
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again, ami I imagine the seagulls bad a good 
Christmas dinner! 

How we survived my cooking is still a mys¬ 
tery to me, my first loaves of bread were like 
weapons of the stone age. My husband swears 1 
made one batch with cement. One enormous loaf 
I gave to the chickens. After look at it from all 
angles, the roaster stood upon it and crowed 
loudly and long. I expect it is still there, and one 
day an archaeologist will find it, and wonder what 
kind of a relic it is. I did find bread-making 
awfully good for cleaning one s hands! 

One day I tried making dumplings they 
didn't dump at all—when I lifted the lid, ail 1 
could find was some milky looking water. We 
were so bupgry, so Z made another batch, and 
tius time they turned out like golf bells, and my 
kind husband, in lifting the saucepan off the 
stove, dropped the lot, and they went merrily 
rolling all over the floor. As I said, we were 
hungry, so we gaily scampered after them, 
yelling with laughter. After they had been washed 


and smothered in syrup, who would have known 
that they had been dancing round the kitchen 
floor? 

Once when a parson came to dinner, I made 
a pudding with whiting by mistake. Another time 
a party of Norwegians brought us some lumber 
and I asked them to lunch (breathlessly hoping 
they would say do) but they were delighted, so 1 
made an omelet with 12 eggs, which turned out 
like leather. I was terribly embarrassed, they 
were used to such good cooking, as all 
Norwegians are. 

Some of my failures, I would try to 
camouflage with custard, but my husband, with 
diabolic insight, always seemed to recognize 
them, and lose his appetite at that particular 
moment! 

Of course, living an outdoor life, hunting, 
fisliing and exploring, we always had good 
appetites, and somewhow managed to survive. 

However, it wag a lovely Christmas, though 1 
missed everything. Of course we had no radio, 
and TV was unknown. The relations came over, 
and the day passed happily, though I think I kept 
tryst with England all day and all night. I knew 
the exact moment the ebureb bells would be 
ringing and the family going to church, and the 
carol singers coming round with their hand bells. 

At night, looking out from the verandah, 
where six or seven miles away, the only sign of 
civilization to be seen was the light of the Zndian 
mission school, at Kakawis, at the foot of Lone 
Cone, an extinct volcano. I wondered if all my 
life, till I was an old, old lady would I only have 
that light to look at. At the same time telling 
myself I had promised for better, for worse, 
While it wasn't too 'worse' it was rather lonely, I 
was young and very homesick. Quietly I sobbed 
myself to sleep. 

So ended my first Christmas in Canada, this 
great and wonderful country, which has such a 
great contribution to offer to the world with her 
mountains and plains, her rivers and lakes, her 
unlimited and endless resources.

Christmas in Victoria with four 
grandchildren brings to my mind 
another very different Christmas 
in another , very different part of 
Canada. 

The convent was situated on the 
outskirts of Winnipeg, Manitoba. 
It was December 24, 1919. 

The child, five years old, sat on a bench in 
the section of the playroom assigned to her age 
group. She was very lonely. The other little girls 
were having fun but she did not feel like playing 

today. 

ThQ was Christmas Eve and she wanted to 
be with her mother. She knew ber mother wanted 
to be with her too, but there was no daddy so she 
bad to work. There had been other living places 
but something always went wrong and they had 
to move. Here she was well cared for, kept clean 
and taught good behavior. But the distance was 
too great for her mother to visit often. 

The days were usually happy and filled with 
games and Lt was at night, going to bed in the 
huge dormitory with her playmates in cots 
around her that she missed ber mother most. It 
was then the ache in her chest would come and 
she felt so alone 

Her mother had taught her that faith In 
prayer was a very precious possession so she 
prayed that her mother would come for her and 
take her home. She prayed real bard and the 
familiar ache that had come early on this day 
eased a little. 

A Sister approached and drew her into the 


group of playing children but soon she was back 
on the bench; her short brown hair, straight and 
neatly combed framing ber small pale face; ber 
hazel eyes staring into space.

The child listened to her logic and heard the 
blizzard raging outside Discipline had taught her 
not to contradict but she stared back silently and 
thought to herself; "She will come; my mother 
will came for me!" and continued to pray. 

The day progressed and she picked at her 
lunch but couldn't touch her supper. The dark 
came. The Sister watched her, knowing the pain 
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and kinging she endured Trying to relieve the 
child's disappointment she kept repeating: "Your 
mother couldn't possibly get here; you wouldn't 
want ber to come in all tills cold and snow." 

Tears threatened but she held them back. Her 
mother would come! That one thought absorbed 
her as she stared toward the windows that were 
frosted over and too high to see through anyway. 
She shivered as she listened to the whistle nnH 
roar of the wind. 

There would be snow, she knew, kits of it, 
with big drifts that would be bard and crusted on 
top; the kind that could be cut into huge slabs 
and used for building a fort or a wall Her mother 
would take the street car to the end of the line 
then she would have to walk a long way to reach 
the convent.

The day was almost over and soon it would 
be time for bed. But first, because it was 
Christmas Eve, the children were told to form a 
line where they stood while the sisters helped to 
smooth the black dresses, straighten the white 
and blue pinafores and adjust the lace 
collars. Then they were ushered into a tiny 
chapel. The child, though of a different faith, was 
impressed by the beauty; the burning candles, the 
statues, the stained glass windows, the brilliant 
colors, the rich carpets and the smell of incense; 
and above all the awesome solemnity. They took 
their places and the quiet little service began. 

During a lull a Sister came noiselessly down 
the aisle and stopped. She genuflected, crossed 
herself, then, without a word took the child by the 
hand, led her out of the chapel and down.the long 
corridor. Her heart was thumping sc? it was 
difficult to breathe; her throat constricted and 
she couldn't speak. She wanted to run, Jump, 
skip! She wanted to cry out joyfully: “What Is it? 
Where are we going? It is my mother, isn't it? 
Please tell me!” 

Instead she walked docilely by the Sister s 
aide until they came to huge carved and polished 
doors. Here the Sister helped her remove the 
pinafore covering her dress, hung it on the door 
knob and gently slioved the child ahead of her 
into the room. 

The child ran toward the young woman sitting 
there and buried her face in the melting snow on 
her mother's coat. She was hugged and then held 
close in comforting arms and she could no longer 
hold back the tears but now they were tears of 
happiness Her another had come to' take her 
home for Chrisfijkos, a fact she hadn't doubted for 
a minute. 

The child, of course, was me; and the 
Christmas one I shall always remember.

If there is one event which dis• 
tinguishes the celebration of 
Christ mag in Britain from any’ 
where else it is the carol service 
presented on Christmas Eve every 
year at King's College Chapel , 
Cambridge. 

All over the world, not just in Britain, the 
celebration of Christmas has become more and 
more secular, more and more commercialized, 
bot at least in this lovely central event of the 
British Christmas we can take comfort that 
religious traditions are preserved in the sincerest 
possible way, untainted. In a country where once 
music took a back place, it has acquired prune 
importance. 

It is surprising to find that carol-singing in 
Britain almost disappeared last century. Just at a 
time when Christmas traditions were being 
formed, what with the influence of Charles 
Dickens in A Christmas Carol and Queen 
Victoria's husband, Prince Albert, in introducing 
the Christmas tree intpjJJritain, the singing of 
carols was being abandoned. 

Most carols date from medieval times. The 
word itself has a dancing origin, and there was 
always a tendency for carols to be one step ahead 
of conservative religion. 

They were usually jolly and that was why the 
victory of Cromwell’s puritans in the Civil War 
cut off the old carol tradition. Even at the 
Restoration of Charles II the tradition did not 
recover. 

There were exceptions, of course. Nahum 
Tate wrote While Shepherds Watch'd and from 
diaries Wesley there was Hark! The Herald- 
Angels stag, but In general it was not until the 
second half of the l»th century that carol singing 


ciro 
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returned to Britain and became once again a 
thriving, universal custom. Even then the music 
had been debased, and it was left to such 
enthusiasts for the folk tradition as the composers 
Vaughan Williams and Gustav Holst to establish a 
revival that was musically valuable. 

In 1028 Vaughan Williams collaborated with 
another enthusiast, Perty Dreamer, to produce a 
historic collection of carols that has had great 
influence over the years, and in fact directly 
inspired the annual Carol Service at King's 
College, Cambridge. Ironic perhaps that the 
collection was not called the Cambridge Book, but 
the Oxford Book of Carols, which ranges wide in 
providing not only jolly, extrovert music but 
gentler, subtler carols, not all from England. One 
of them for example is a French folk-song setting 
by Gounod, and another a simple song-setting by 
Tchaikovsky. 

The editors of the Oxford Book of Carols were 
still so uncertain of the tradition developing 
naturally that they made positive suggestions how 
carols should be used. They pointed out that in 
Chaucer’s Canterbury Tales the Clerk of Oxenford 
sang his carol “so sweetly that al the charabre 
question of singing carols in the open air, going 
rong,” and that therefore it was not just a 
round to people's bouses and knocking on their 
front doors, but of performing indoors too. 

They suggested carol parties in private 
bouses, concerts of carols in schools and village 
halls, and above all they suggested carol services, 
not just at Christmas but through the year. 

The Influence was great. Carol concerts, carol 
parties and carol services are now an important 
feature of church and musical life near 
Christmas. 

The old idea of waits going round from house 
to house singing carols may often be debased 
when enterprising children are concerned mainly 


with augmenting their pocket money and sweet 
ration, but the new, more subtle brand of carol 
encouraged by the Oxford Book works in the 
opposite direction, towards properly organized 
singing. 

Popular taste in carols and in Christmas 
music generally has developed accordingly, and If 
they published an annual list of the Top Ten 
among carols, as they do every week of pop 
numbers, there would be some interesting 
developments. Carols like The Hotly and the Ivy, 
Ding Doi{ Merrily on High and In Dulci JuliUo 
have come up the list to join such old-established 
favorites as The First Nowell, Once in Royal 
David's caty and Good King Wencenlaa. 

Above all of course it Is the annual King's 
College Carol Service on Christmas Eve that 
establishes new popularity Before the arrival of 
television the service was always heard on BBC 
radio, but now with television able to reveal the 
beauty of the chapel Itself with its lofty 
perpendicular architecture, the elaborate choir- 
stalls and the glimmering candles, the King's 
College Carol Service has. as I said, acquired • 
quality of national tradition. 

A carol beard at King's makes its mark as no 
other does, and it helps that the King’s College 
Choir have made a number of carol records both 
for Argo and HMV. 

It is encouraging that, prompted by the 
editors of the Oxford Book and their successors, 
British composers have turned to the carol as a 
new art form, individual and intimate. The 
Oxford Book itself published beautiful neifr 
oarols—Vaughan Williams setting William Blake, 
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High Adventure Over Land's End

Here, at Cape Alava, only 75 
miles from home, we had reached 
Land’s End. 

The great struggle between the sea and the 
land was everywhere evident below us. The 
waves beat against these shores with a lury 
unchecked across thousands ot miles erf open 
Pacific. Strewn, as far as the eye could see, was 

the result sea-stacks, caves, arches and 

blowholes — a wild and magnificent sight. 

We were looking over the 'last wilderness** 
that is the Olympic coast, miles of rugged 
shoreline untouched by civilization, unspoiled by 
man. Bob Ball had liiked to to the accessible 
parts, earlier, tww we were exploring the isolated 
beaches and eroded headlands from the air 

Again we new with outdoor enthusiasts Pat 
Lakin and Peggy Birkett. equipped with enough 
notebooks and cameras for a round-the-world 
junket. The Ocssna staggered into the air with a 
fuH load of gas and enough (Urn, lenses and filters 
for a Hollywood production. 

Belas., the scenery was equal to the occasion. 
Sea-stacks were everywhere offshore, like icnpins 
scattered by some race of giants. 

A positive joy to photographers, these queer 
shapes are remnants of shore formations which 
have been carved by wave and wind. Some were 
plowed by glaciers, then broken apart by the 
force of comiaressed air which is trapped in 
blowholes during the frequent storms which lash 
this coast. 

As usual, Bob had the window open, his eye 


to the camera viewfinder, hanging over rhe side 
like some circus daredevil. 

Few places offer photographic opportunities 
like the Olympic seashore This is the borderline 
between the Boreal Zone, which la characteristic 
of our own British Columbia coastline, and the 
temporal* zone, which reaches all the way to 
California Below was the best of two worlds, 
compressed in a few miles of unspoiled pebble, 
cobble or sandy beaches, one of the last 
wilderness areas easily reached today We had 
flown here from Victoria in less than an hour. 

The enroute scenery was spectacular too, but 
of quite a different kind We flew straight across 
the Olympic Mountains behind Port Angeles. 
These axe always interesting, being among the 
youngest in the world, the craggy peaks not yet 
rounded by the elements. 

The Olympics were apparently lifted In one 
mass stretching from the Hood Canal to the open 
Pacific, and they are stiU rising, expens say The 
result is a "capaule" range, condensed lor easy 
viewing. There are ho roads to this mountain 
paradise, its spectacular glaciers, peaks and 
ridges are reserved for those who hike or fly. 

Another bonus fur flyers is Un low altitude of 
the numerous glaciers The moist Pacific winds 
pile up record rainfalls on these slopes, which 
ends up as ice extending down to the hrceline, for 
easy viewing. The great Olympic icefields aro 
only 30 minuici (lying from Patricia Bay 

There are no customs formalities on a naty 
*top trip ov t United States territory so we 
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beaded directly far the open Pacific. On the 
horizon, Destruction Island squatted offshore, low 
bleak and ominous, its hundred-foot itona 
lighthouse tower marking our course. Anything 
less substantial would have been blown Into the 
sea long ago. Spray hits the top of this structure 
when winter gales sweep in from the sea. 

Spanish ships landed here as early as 1775 
Captain James Cook. John Meals and George 
Vancouver knew these waters too, noting the bad 
weather and frequent gales, which led to the 
building of the Destruction Island lighthouse in 
1885 Even with this navigation aid, the shores 
are strewn with wrecks. 

Only ripples graced the surface of the sea as 
we swept in from the Rain Forest on the Olympic 
slopes We were being treated to one of the rare 
calm days of the year, with even a few runabouts 
from the Indian villages below, dashing about. 

Peggy Birkett was busy making notes, while 
Bob and Pat pointed out interesting shapes below. 
Bob recognized beaches from his hikes along 
parts of this coast, and the arches, caves and off¬ 
shore rocks which he had seen closeup. Seals, 
sea lions and whales are often seen in these 
waters and they are sometimes washed up on 
Shore, dead or dying, Bob told us. Glass fishing 
floats /rum Japan wash ashore here by the 
hundreds too, although modernization is changing 
beachcombing too — these are now arriving in 
various new forms, made of plastic. 

A Japanese junk was washed ashore here in 
1926. with a dozen bodies aboard, mute evidence 
of the fury of the Pacific. The vessel had been 
blown out to sea by storms, and in six months It 
crossed the ocean from Japan, part of it without 
the benefit of crew. A pathetic log, found aboard, 
told of being helpless in the teeth of typhoons for 
weeks. the crew expiring one by one 

Flying past today at 125 miles an hour, the 
great struggle between water and rock was 
evident everywhere Parts of the coast below us 
was be'ng inundated, other parts were rising 
from the sea. We looked in vain for sealions. 
Usually numerous on the offshore rocks, but saw 
none in passing. Marine life of all kinds abounds 
here, in waters warmed by the Japanese current, 
which, along with the sheltering effect of the 
Olympic range, gives us our mild climate. 

Below, fishing boats dotted the mouth of the 
Quillayute River, near 1-a Push, pleasantly 
combining forest-fringed beaches with wave- 
lashed islands. The unusual name is from French 
Canada being a corrupt!on of M bouche for the 
mouth of the river, which meets the ocean here. 

Sandy beaches with the uuromantic names of 
First. Second and Third, stretched down the 
coast, rich In tidepools, seatacks and even a 
waterfall, which Bob pointed out. He had hiked 
along all three, on previous outings 

Great tide rips are a characteristic of these 
waters, although they were not obvious from the 
plane Captain Vancouver noted that be could 
hardly make any headway against the current, 
even using sail and oars together, in these 
walprs. For us there was hardly a breeze — 
conditions were just about perfect as we flew on 
toward Rialto Beach with its gently sloping 
stretches of sand. This sensational beach is easily 
reached by car from Port Angeles, and it is a 
park service picnic area, popular In the summer 
months and easily reached from Victoria. 

Jusft beyond Rialto, we failed to spot 
memorial markers marking the spot where ships 
from Chile and Norway met their doom, with 
most of the crews But Cape Alava loomed ahead, 
Jutting out into the sea to claim its mostAvesterly- 
poini title. Bob showed us the ruined homestead 
which, for many years, was home of an elderly 
pioneer who for years claimed the distinction of 
being the most westerly resident in United States 
proper 

From AJava, it was a run of only a few 
minutes to Point of Arches, with its beautiful 
offshore islets and its interesting tunneled 
formations But a greater attraction lay beyond 
— Cape Flattery and Taloosb Island, so muck a 
part of our early history. Today die great white 
domes of a radar installation mark the entrance 
to Juan de Fuca Strait and we wondered if the air 
force was charting our progress as we flew along 
offshore. 

Fnm Flattery It was only a few minutes to 
Port San Juan on Vancouver Island, and we fkw 
up the San Juan VuHey, following the logging 
roads which now join Port Renfrew with the 
oufside world. Here and there were the railway 
trestles of another era, its logged-off scars now 
showing the green promise of new growth. Soon 
we were over Shawniean l-ako, streaked with the 
busy activity of speedboats and water skiing, and 
we knew that we were back in civilization. 

It wag hard to believe that juat over an hour 
sgo we were visiting the ‘last wilderness” of 
Izind's End

Builder of Organs 


Hugo S pil ker is a 
"Dutchman who wtis born 
near Haarlem in Holland , 
ami he now has the dis¬ 
tinction of being one of 
the very few organ build¬ 
ers in the whole of Can¬ 
ada, and quite certainly 
he is the only organ 
builder on Vancouver 
Island. Also, besides 
building organs, he has 
charge of the mainten¬ 
ance of some 40 organs 
here, and his tcork lakes 
him tis far north as Cum- 
berland. 

All these 40 organs which he 
keeps in tune throughout the year, 
have got to be doubly in tune for 
Christmas. Thus, while the tired 
shopper whisks around doing the 
last-minute shopping, Hugo Spilker 
is whisking around to make sure 
that every organ in his care will, on 
being played, produce the sweetest 
notes in honor of the season. 

It is always interesting to learn 
hcrt^a certain artist came by his or 
her ability in the particular line of 
work they later engage in Hugo 
Spilker, like everyone else, had his 
beginnings, and they started — of all 
things — whilst he was still in his 
high chair, which makes him a very 
eurly candidate indeed. 

Hugo's father was a bulb grower 
In Holland and it is likely that 
Spilker Senior, if he had any 
thoughts on the subject at all, 
possibly saw his baby son as yet 
another bulb grower to carry on 
family tradition. 

He certainly could have had no 
Idea at all that he himself was to 
trigger Hugo’s life work by present¬ 
ing him with a miniature keyboard 
Which, placed upon the tray of his 
high-chair, made it possible for the 
liny Hugo to get his first taste of 
producing a sound which was 
musical So, from a very early age 
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his ear was attuned to what was 
musical and what was not. 

This ubility was fostered yet 
again when, as he grew older, it 
became the habit of father and son 
to visit the parish church to listen to 
the organist practising for church 
services to come. With all this 
musical indoctrination, it is small 
wonder that as Hugo grew to 
manhood he thought less of bulb 
growing than he did of organ 
playing Indeed, by the age of 18 he 
was already organist of that same 
church where, as a small boy, be 
had listened so attentively to the 
Sabbath music. 

Before Hugo reached that status, 


however, war came to Holland. He 
was 14 at the time of the Occupation 
apd with every year that passed, life 
became more precarious as the 
Germans searched ever more 
thoroughly for able-bodied youths to 
man their work camps. 

At the age of 17 Hugo felt himself 
to be almost always on the'run. His 
rather hid him and two of his 
workmen in a farmhouse, hoping 
thus to escape the workgangs. The 
attic of the farmhouse had a false 
wall, and it was here that Hugo and 
his two work companions hid under 
the eaves every time the enemy 
came around. 

Crouched behind the false wall 



with never a sound, the three spent 
many a long cramped hour hoping to 
elude detection. One day, however, 
they had a very close call. Word of 
German approach reached them in 
time for them to take up their 
places behind the wall, hut the 
enemy was particularly thorough 
that day, for some reason, and 
searched the attic diligently One of 
them during the search knocked 
over some heavy object which fell 
against the fake wall with a crash 
which seemed to Hugo to presage 
the end of freedom. 

The three did their best silently 
to brace the wall whilst they 
crouched, hardly daring to draw a 
breath and certain at any moment 
of discovery However, the agonizing 
moments slipped on and the bungs 
and clatteps of the searchers 
miruculously faded and died. Once 
again they had escaped detection. 
Nor were they ever found and 
marched off to forced labor. "We 
were among the lucky ones, I 
think, says Hugo now. Do you 
know, we didn't even have to eat my 
father’s tulip bulbs, so we were very 
fortunate." 

Incidentally, they certainly were 
more than lucky since Hugo's sister 
was in the underground, and often 
had people who were wanted by the 
Germans hiding in the house 

With the war s end, Hugo Spilker 
turned again to his first love, the 
organ. He already had studied organ 
playing, and now he began to think 
in terms uf organ building. Indeed, a 
builder bad already started to train 
him in the five-year course after 
which he would be many things — 
jack-of-a 11-trades from electrician to 
furniture maker to musician. 

Hugo's fattier was appalled at the 
turn of events. Though it was he 
who had fostered music in his son, 
yet he felt there was no fuiurc in it, 
and was of the opinion that Hugo 
would do considerably better to 
follow him in his bulb growing The 
young Hugo, however, was determ¬ 
ined, and when his teacher decided 
to move to the United States, Hugo 
was ready to go along with him, and 
indeed made plans to do so. 
Fortunately, Hugo's father found out 
his son’s plan and forbade the move 
which he felt would be disastrous 
since Hugo spoke no English and 
had never been away from home. 

As a result of this and seeing his 
son's determination, futher Spilker 
arranged for bis son to go to work in 
England for a year while studying 
the language. TTiis was a move away 
from home, yet not too out of reach 
in case of problems. The year in 








England ivaa spent in the beautiful 
aounty of Cornwall, and while there 
Hugo not only learned the language 
but also was allowed to play on 
many pipe organs in the churches 
around about 

At the end of the year, be 
returned home to Holland where his 
lather gave him his blessing for, in 
that year, he had not only learned to 
apeuk the language well, but had 
also shown that he was perfectly 
able to take care of himself. 

There was one more slight 
obstacle between Hugo's dream of 
Canada and its reality, and this was 
the fact that he still had to do his 
two years of military service. So, in 
all, it was 1951 before the young 
Dutchman could settle in Canada as 
he so wished to do. His first 
Canadian home was in Edmonton 
where he worked for Internatonal 
Harvester for, despite his hopes, he 
found there were not too many 
organ builder's for whom he could 
work. 

Two years later, Hugo Spilker 
moved to Vancouver and here the 
picture began to change for the 
better. First, he was able to leave 
the farm machinery bit and get 
back to his first love of the organ, 
since in Vancouver he Joined up with 
Stanley E Haddon, an organ 
maintenance man who, at the time, 
had charge of maintenance of 
Vancouver Island organs as well as 
all those in Vancouver. This was a 
great stroke of luck for Hugo, but 
not his only good fortune since It 
was in Vancouver that he met the 
young Dutch girl who was later to 
become his wife. 

Later, Hugo and his fiance went 
back to Holland for a year during 
which they married, and Hugo 
Studied the voicing in organ pipes. 
This voicing is what gives the organ 
pipe its true characteristic of sound 
required for installation. Tuning, on 
the other hand, assures the correct 
pitch. 

Buck in Vancouver again, Hugo 
rejoined Stanley liaddoo in his organ 
maintenance work, and eventually 
bought Mr. Hadduns business and 
moved to Victoria where be has 
Mvcd since. 

To date, since coming to bvc 
on the island, Mr. Spilker has 
built no less thun 15 pipe organs. Of 
these, all but one were built for 
churches or school chapels. The one 
which was not built for a church 
was built for a private person who 
so loves organ music that be 
commissioned Hugo to design and 
build him an organ which in due 
time was placed in his home. 

The solid rock under the house 
was blasted to make way for the 
pipes which were placed upright 
under the living room floor. As Hugo 
remarks with a smile — "Some men 
•pend their money on extra cars or 
fancy boats. This one man, however, 
preferred to spend his money on 
something which, perhaps, is of 
more lasting pleasure." 

It is an interesting thought that 
the organ, known as King of 
instruments, had its earliest begin¬ 
nings away back before the dawn of 
recorded history when mythology 
makes mention of the pipes of Pan, 
which were a set of eight graduated 
pipes made of reeds and held 
together with reeds, the air-power 
for which was provided by the 
player who blew through the pipes 
to make music While, over 5000 
years ago there was in Qilna a type 
of primitive organ called a Cheng. 
Thin went a step further than the 
Pan-pipes since in it the hollow reeds 
were arranged on a wind-chest in 
the form of a bowl. 

Organ building developed to a 
remarkable degree during Greek 
and Roman times, but with the 
decline of tiresc civilizations and the 
subsequent growth of the Church, 
«w organ came into its own as an 


aid to Christian worship, reaching 
the heyday of its development 
during the 16th and 17th centuries. 

Today, the needs of churches still 
accounts for most of the building of 
organs, though electronic organs 
have their place in the amusement 
field- 

Mr. Spilker has not a great deal 
of time for the electronic organ, die 
sound of which is generated by 
electricity. For him, there is nothing 
quite akin to the thrill experienced 
by the rushing of wind through the 
pipes he has built, and which turns 
to sweet music as he listens. 

When Mr. Spilker receives a 
request (or a new instrument, he 
first visits the church in which the 


organ is to be placed. Here, he tests 
the acoustics of the building by 
listening and measurement*. One 
method of measuring the acoustics, 
be tells me, is by clapping bis hands 
together and gauging the resulting 
sound. Also, the location of the 
organ in the building is of great 
importance. After this comes the 
design of the instrument which can 
be tricky since the display of 
the pipes and organ case must be in 
keeping with the building. 

That be is successful In his 
designs is well seen in the new 
urgan at the Christian Reformed 
Church which was installed in 
August of this year. This organ was 
the gift of the young people of the 
parish, and In order to keep the cost 
down as much as possible, Mr. 
Spilker used some parts of a pipe 
organ from St. Mary’*, Kerrisdale 
oo the mainland. Normally, details 
and design are sent to Holland 
where the pipes are made to his 
specification. On their return he 
assembles the organ, the keyboard 
and wlnd-cbest of which he has 
already built. 

Small organs of 200 pipes or so 
may be completely assembled in 
Hugo's work rooms, hut for larger 
ones such as St. John's Church or 
other large Instruments, which may 
go as high as 1000 pipes, it is often 
necessary to assemble the pipes tn 
the church. Hugo tells me that the 
smallest pipe 8 - many of which are 
wooden, may measure no more than 
14 inch In diameter, while the 


“biggies’ are possibly eight inches in 
di&metre. 

Mention of St. John's Church 
reminded Hugo that he was working 
on toe restoration of their organ 
wlicn the disastrous fine destroyed 
the building in 1963. Hugo was, at 
that time, working from the base¬ 
ment of his home on Linden Avenue 
and all his best tools were in toe 
church at toe time of toe fire. 
Naturally, they went up in smoke 
too, which was a considerable loss to 
a man just starting to make his 
way. However, Mr. Spilker and St. 
John's both rose, like the pheonix, 
from the ashes 

The very first organ built on the 
Island by Hugo was that of St. 


craftsman at work. 


Davld's-by-toe-sea. and after that 
came Fairfield United. From then 
on, work was easy to come by 
since, prior to Mr. Spilker's coming, 
there bad been no organ builder 
here and not even a resident 
maintenance man. Nowadays, Mr. 
Spilker feels be bas ah toe work be 
can handle, and since it is work he 
loves doing, he is a very happy man. 
One of the organs just completed is 
that of St. Aiden’s, and Hugo report* 
that he really fell in love with that 
building be says it bas toe beat 
acoustics with which be bas ever 
had the good fortune to work. 

So we leave Hugo to his organ 
tuning and building. The day I last 
talked with him be filled a large 
wooden pipe with which be was busy 
and blew gently into it. The 
resulting sound was reminiscent 
of a far-off ship's whistle But this 
work of building will be delayed a 
little while be goes to those 40 points 
on the Island tuning and putting Into 
shape all the organs for the 
Christmas celebration. 

B is a point of interest to ponder 
whether the organ as we know it 
would have progressed to its present 
magnitude as King of Instruments 
had it nc< been for toe Quiifian 
Church. Perhaps tf would —Inventive 
man being what be is . It is a nice 
thought, however, aa we travel once 
more the Christmas road, to re¬ 
member that, all over the Christian 
world. Christ’s birth will yet again 
be celebrated to an accompaniment 
of organ music.

Richard Carr (5), Richard McBride (8). 

(This article deals only with families which 
had live or more daughters; in some cases the 
daughters are not listed In chronological order.) 

The Douglas daughters — Cecelia, Mrs John 
Sebastian Helmcken; Jane, Mrs Alexander Grant 
Dallas; Agnes, Mrs. Arthur T. Bushhy; Alice, 
Mrs. Charles Good, later the Baroness de 
Weiderhnldt: Martha, Mrs Dennis Harris. 

Alice caused a stir when she eloped with 
Charles Good. It was all most romantic Alice 
escaped her father's house, Good waiting under 
the window. They rushed to the Dallas Road 
waterfront, and there a boat was waiting, and 
took them to Port Ti/wnsend, where they were 
married 

This was not good enough for Janies Douglas 
He sent a gunboat for the pair Back they came 
here, and Douglas himaeif saw them properly 
married in church. No one was surprised when 
the marriage fell apart. 

Martha, the youngest of the five, was the 
apple of tier father's eye. She was in school tn 
Europe and as soon as he retired Douglas rushed 
off to see her The letters he wrote to Martha are 
beautiful reading; they are preserved in the 
Provincial Archives. 

It was Martha's great sorrow that her lather 
did not live to see her married He died in August 
of 1877 The marriage was ill March of 1878 , as 
reported in The Celeeieti

for the guests. Hie presents were numerous and 
exceedingly handsome. 

“The honeymoon is being spent at SSevens’ 
Hotei in Saanich."

Agnes, Elizaheth and Marion were married In 
Nanaimo; Mary Jean and Emily at their parents 
home, Fairvlew, in James Bay; Jessie Sophs a 
at Craigdarroch Castle, and Euphemia and 
Maude in England 

Mary Jean’s wadding was reported in Tb« 
Colon let: 

"In silken bonds—the young and lovely bride 
wore a satin petticoat with white brocaded velvet 
train, richly embroidered with fine lace and seed 
pearls of rare beauty. 

“The bridesmaids were the bride's sisters, 
Mias Emily in pink tulle and lace, Miss Jessie in 
pale primrose tulie and lace, and the Misses Effie 
and Maude in Sourah silk and white lace 

“The rooms of Fairview were crowded with 
richly attired ladies and their escorts. After 
■upper and toasts, the younger member* of the 
company were tempted by the favorable condi¬ 
tion of the floors, which were smooth as glass, 
‘to trip the light fantastic toe 1 to music by Pro. 
Palmer. 


“While (his enjoyment was at its height, the 
sweet strains of a wedding melody, discoursed by 
the Blue Ribbon Band, floated in through the open 
windows and added to the charm of the evening." 

Tbs Dunsmuir daughters bad large homes. 
The Brydon piace was on Head Street; the Croft 
home was Mount Adelaide, high on rock looking 
out to sea, where the Salvation Army's Matson 
Lodge is today; the Snowden home was Ash no La, 
on the Gorge Road, the original wing of the Gorge 
Road hospital, and soon, alas, to be tom down; 
Marion, whose husband was in the army, 
travelled a great deal, and died young; Lady 
M us grave and Indy Gough-Cal Ihorpe lived mostly 
in England and Ireland; Mrs Chaplin's home was 
in Vancouver 

Hie James Dunsmuir daughters — Sarah 
Byrd, called Birdie, Mrs Guy Audain; Bessie, 
Mrs John Hope; May, Lady Bromley, Eli nor; 
Marion, Mrs Percy Stephenson; Muriel — Mr*. 
Edward Motyneaux, Mrs. 'JoUy' Wingfled, Mrs. 
Graham St. Clair-Keith; Kathleen, Mrs. Seldea 
Humphreys; Dola—Mr*, J. H. Cavendish. 

Birdie and May were married at St. Saviour's 
Church in Victoria West, with the receptions at 
Burleith, the James EAmsmuir home on the banka 
of the Gorge. 

Birdie's marriage had to be postponed 
because the bridal trousseau went missing on its 
way from Paris Every dressmaker in Victoria 
was commissioned to get to work on another 
trousseau, and they aewed and stitched and 
ironed for two days and two nights, all night long. 

Bessie was married in London, the Prim* 
Minister of Canada, Sir Wilfrid Laurier, giving 
her away. Hie bride’s father at the time was 
lieutenant-governor of British Oolumbia and could 
not get to England. 

Elinor never married; Muriel, Marion 
Kathleen were married abroad and Dole waa 
married at Christ Church Cathedral here in 1928, 
with the Reception at Hatley Park 

The Audain home was on Foul Bay Road; 
Bessie and May lived mostly in England; Elinor 
•pent much of her time in France and then

The first I/tewcn wedding was in 1884: “We 
congratulate our friend Mr Frank Barnard upon 
his union with Miss Martha Amelia Sophia 
1-oewcn, one of Victoria's fairest and most 
accomplished daughters, the daughter of highly 
respectable citizens, Mr and Mrs Joseph 
izoewen. 

"The ceremony was performed at the 
residence of the bride's father on Pandora 
Avenue by Rev. Mr. Jenns, in the presence of 
relatives and a few intimate friends. 

"Later the Victoria Inidcrkrantz serenaded 
Mr. and Mrs. Barnard at Mr I-oewcn's residence. 
The bride and groom bowed their acknowledge¬ 
ments from the verandah. The Leiderkrantz were 
then invited to enter and were hospitably 
entertained.'' 

Tha Iiiewcn girls were all gifted and 
accomplished. They played the piano and sang, 
being most generous with their talents. Laura 
sang her way into the hearts of ail Victorians.

Dominion Hotel His daughters were Mrs A. C. 
Ogives, Mrs Avis Winters. Mrs. Isabelle Izwnon,

Death Struck Christmas Eve

St. Andrew*» Cathedral. A* the city 
lighting wa» dictated by the alma¬ 
nac, which forecast a moon for 
Dec. 24, the glUtening streets were 
in darkness. 

Upon leaving church, the friends, resplendent 
in white costumes with red braid, Fee witb a toy 
trumjMd slung from his neck, headed back to the 
parly. They passed the rising brick walls of lire 
new ■ athedral. crossed View to what is now 
Island Blue Print and Map Co., and turned down 
the south side of Blanshard, when accosted by a 
man standing in the rain beneath an umbrella. 

As Fee and Partridge walked by, the stranger 
mumbled something — Partridge was never quite 
sure what — to the effect of “I challenge you.” 
As they wheeled aliout in curiosity, the stranger 
win pi ied a double-bar relied shotgun from beneath 
his coat and without warning, from a distance of 
four feel, jerked a trigger. 

Fee never knew what hit him, the deadly 
blast striking him square in the chest and 
spinning him to the sidewalk, where, moments 
later in a growing [x>ol of blood, he died without « 
word 

Mouth agape, the horrified Partridge Looked 
first at the assassin, who strode off down View 
Street, dropping his umbreHa, then to Fee 
Partridge had just time to see the murderer 
disappear into a cottage, not 30 feet away, when 
startled churchgoers rushed into the street. 

Coincidentally among those upon the scene 
within seconds of the shooting, was police thief, 
or as be was then titled, superintendent Harry 
Shepirard. who immediately took charge. Ordering 
Fee's body carried to the Philharmonic HaH. 
where "the scene of revelry was at once changed 
to one of sadness,” the chief and Officers hurried 
to the cabin indicated by Partridge 

Bursting through flic back door, they found 
themselves in what appeared to be. judging by 
the two-room structure's spartan furnishings, "a 
bachelor laborer’s liome." I-aying in a corner, 
barrel warm, was Use murder weapon. Further 
search uncovered several letters addressed to one 
-George Taylor, apparently a stonecutter recently 
of Seattle, some papers with the word 
■'Clerutennen. a large German pipe, tobacco, a 
half-emptied bottle of whisky, copies of the rules 
of the Young Men's Institute, a picture of the bile 
Archbishop Soghers, "and a regalia of some Irish 
society ” 

But of die murderer, there was not a sign 

At this, Chief Sheppard sent runners in search 
of cathedral contractor Aeneas McDonald to learn 
which of his workers occupied the cottage. Within 
the hour, upon McDonald's having named Joe Silk 
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as residing there, the laborer was picked up on 
Blanshard. Silk said the gunman was his former 
roommate, i-awrence Phelan Phelan, he maid, 
had just told him he had shot a man who had 
threatened him while he stood duty as watchman 
at the church. 

As for Phelan, he had walked into town to 
give himself up. 

When Chief Sheppard and company hustled 
Silk, suspected of being an accessory, to the Lock¬ 
up, they found the object of the manhunt, whose 
correct name was Lawrence Whelan, secure in a 
cell. Dumbfounded Officer Bill Irvine explained 
how Whelan had roused him from bed with the 
startling admission: T am the man that shot a 
man tonight. I have come to give myself up.” 

Asked what had happened two hours earlier, 
the redliaired Irishman of medium height and 
bushy muijatache calmly replied: "I decline to 
make any statement tonight. My name is 
Clarence W Phelan (sic), and I was born in 
Dublin, Ireland I am 3J-y«sr*-o|d. After the 
accident I came at once to the police station, but 
found a crowd standing around the door. I was 
afraid that they would attempt violence, and so I 
thought I would take a walk around the block, 
and come back agai«. I did so I was gone about 
an hojjr. I don't deny that I killed the man.” 

And with thaf, the enigmatic son of Erin 
lapsed into silence Even Chief Sheppard was 
astonished by the man’s calm. Whelan patiently 
waiting for each remark to be jotted down before 
proceeding.

Christmas Day passed quietly for many 
Victorians, as young Fee whose parents ran a 
store at North Park and Quadra, had been a 
popular man about town A year before, he hod 
opened a general store in the u{>-island coal 
community of East Wellington, returning to 
Victoria lor Use holidays. "During his life-long 
residence in Victoria, ‘ mourned The rotunint, 

' few young men made themselves more popular 
than the deaceascd. 

' Everyone had a good word for 'Dave Fee.' 
as he was styled, by aii his acquaintances. He 
always lock a prominent part in Pythian matters, 
was an enthusiastic fireman lioth in hie volunteer 
and j>aid departments, and always first in events 
of a social nature His fearful and sudden death 
will be keenly mourned and the greatest 
sympathy will lie extended to the bereaved 
parents in this their hour of sorrow.” 

On Uic afternoon of Dec 2d, Victorians stood 
elbow to elbow in the police court for tlie inquest, 
I-arry Whelan taking his place without a ward in 
the duck, a nervous twitching of his face 
betraying his nervousness. When ordered to stand 
to hear the charge read, “the crowd filling the 
courtroom had now an excellent opportunity (it 
seeing what manner of man he was, and he 
returned their steady gaze with furtive glances. 
He wus seen to he a young man, with a face that 


could not be called vicious. Hie had bright blue 
eyes, which were continually roving, and a heavy 
red moustache. His hair was dark, and he wore a 
neat suit of black, with white collar and tie.” 

First to give evidence was Chief Sheppard, 
who deposed la having been at mass when he 
heard a shot and rushed outside to find Fee dead 
on the rain-eHcked walk. Then, up — on Frank 
Partridge's direction, with five officers, he had 
searched the Silk cottage, revealing the shotgun 
with one barrel fired, and wel with rain, which ha 
produced with the gunman’s discarded umbrella. 

Partridge described his friend's death, saying 
they had not provoked the attack He did not get 
a good look at the killer and did not rccogniaa 
Whelan. 

Here Whelan, acting as his own counsel, 
challenged Partridge on the point of "a fish horn 
in your hand that you were blowing?” 

”1 had none ' replied the young printer. 
"Dave had a child's trumpet he had worn around 
his neck all evening.” 

Saloonkeeper Ed Wriglesworth then identified 
the murder weujjon, saying Whelan had burrowed 
it from him on Christmas Eve — without shells. 

Ed Bermudiz, who lived at the Dominion 
Hotel, as did Whelan, was not as sure about the 
umbrella, although, but for a tassel, it was 
identical to one he had loaned the accused. In 
answer to a question from the prisoner, he made 
a vague reference to having routed a prowler 
from the church when acting as night watchman, 
three weeks earlier. 

Stone contraetor for the building cathedral, 
John F. HarboUie, told how Joe Silk had called 
him aside in the Monarch Saloon on Government, 
shortly alter midnight, Christmas morning, to 
whisper: "l^rry gays that he believes he has shot 
a man.” When the startled con I factor had asked 
where Whelan was, SHk led him and his 
companion, a Mr Seeley, outside. 

There an agitated Whelan told of having been 
bothered by troublemakers, that when he had 
ordered them to show respect for the church, 
they had blown u trumpet in his face. 

Harbotlle had laughed, accusing I-arry of 
being "crazy at the lime, from drink probably.” 
When Whelan admitted he wag not completely 
sure at having hurt the man. Harbottle had 
suggested he and Seeley check at Blanshard and 
View while Lurry and Silk waited at his 
(Harbottle’s j house on Chatham. Upon learning o 4 
Fee's death, he had hurried to tell Whelan to 
surrender. 

To Whelan's cross-examination fie admitted 
having heard him say the shotgun hud been 
loaded with blanks to scare off pranksters. 

Joe Silk then described Whelan's bursting into 
his cottage at midnight with a shotgun, to say lie 
h;ul shut a man "to save myself.” Finding Mr 
Harhoi tie in tls; Monarch, they had asked his 
advice, as the contractor had testified. He (Silk) 
did not know why he had been arrested. 

As for the "blank'' cartridges, he had given 
them to Whelan two hours before the shooting (he 
watchman saying he wanted to “fool the fellows 
that came around playing tricks.” 

Another construction worker, John Crawford, 









Minutes later, the jury returned it* verdict: 
"We, liar coroner * jury cmpannelled to investi¬ 
gate the death o t David F Fee, iun., an the night 
o/ the 24tb day of December. 1890 find from Uie 
evidence that the deceased came to bis death hy 
a wound from a shotgun in the hands of Lawrence 
Whelan, and d* commit the said Lawrence 
Whelan for trial." 

On the following day. ii was realised the 
coroner had overlooked one slight point — the 
post-mortem 1 Consequently, Drs Davie and 
Hehncfcen hastily performed the examination, to 
make a startling discovery' Instead of finding 
liny shotgun pellets in the body, they found a 
single "murderous looking slug of lead, 

apparently hammered into the form of a ball, but 
larger than the ordinary rifle ball." The deadly 
rniaale had torn a two-inch-wide bole through 
David Fee'* heart, lodging against his shoulder 
blade. 

From East Wellington came report of a letter 
luuring been found in Fee * store bearing the 
ominous symbol* of the jack of clubs, an ace erf 
club*, and "a bag of money." 

On Dec. 29 the inquest was reconvened to 
hear medical testimony. As yet undefended, 
Whelan asked an occasional qucati<jn of recalled 
witnesses before a larger crowd of spectators, a 
reporter noting his "face begins to betray bis 
<n«rM*feg anxiety . (as) he listens intently to 
every word of evidence " 

Recalled to the stand, Chief Sheppard told 
Alton*? y-General Theodore Dane (future i>re- 
mier) that 26 shotgun shells end loading 
eq ui pment had been found in Silk's bedroom All 
but one shell was empty of shot. 

Here Whelan questioned toe wording of his 
original statement, claiming he had said, instead: 
'1 Bred a shot, but I am no murderer." 

Joe Silk reiterated that the shells be had 
given Whelan were blanks, denied having told 
Crawford that the gun was loaded, said he had 
mentioned Whelan mighi shoot somebody merely 
to scare Crawford off, and maintained Larry, 
although primed had not been drunk II had been 
Whelan's first night as watchman, he said. 

A new witness, fire chief Thomas Dessy, 
swore to having argued with Whelan, while 
dc ocraUng the cathedral fir the cornerstone 
ceremony, about an American flag, which, 
trimmed in green, had been erected on a derrick.

Crawford had headed into town, 
when, meeting a friend, he thought again of 
teasing Whelan, and. with his new companion, 
had walked back to the church Upon arrival, he 
had found Joe Silk with Larry. When Crawford 
had joked that to? was going inside, Silk 
whispered. Don't go in. the gun is loaded I" 


At which Crawford had snorted be knew the 
weapon to be harmless But upon Silk's insisting 
it to be loaded, he'had decided to check. Although 
Whelan resisted sulkily, he had succeeded In 
breaking the weapon open — to see a shell in 
each breach 


Shocked, he had ordered Whelan to empty the 
gun.. The drunken watchman, however, had 
stalked off into the darkened cathedral, and when 
Silk promised not to leave him alone. Crawford, 
satisfied had continued on his rounds 


•■stifled to having met Whelan In Om bar of to« 
Dominion on Christmas Eve, the latter having 
been armed with a shotgun and umbrella. The 
two had practised military drill, Crawford 
noticing the weapon was empty, with rags stuffed 
Into each barrel to keep out the rain.

Whilst the latter book un¬ 
doubtedly has wider appeal, it is the 
former which is the most unusual 
and moat interesting for it deals 
with Leonardo the scientist and 
inventor, rather than with Leonardo 
the artist 

This book is the natural outcome 
of the discovery in Madrid in 1967 of 
the lost parts of l^onardo'g note¬ 
books, and of the public exhibition at 
Buckingham Palace of the famous 
Windsor collection of Leonardo 
drawings. 

Leonardo, “the most relentlessly 
curious man in history," as Kenneth 
Clark has called him. was born in 
1453, the same year as Christopher 
Columbus, bis adventurous com¬ 
patriot. 

The genius who painted the Mona 
Lisa had no time for women and 
is not surprising to learn that, the 
enigmatic smile, achieved by the 
artist's precise knowledge of the 
nerves which activate the mouth, 
was to Leonardo merely an exercise 
in anatomy I 

Anatomical research was only 
one of the things in which he 
excelled. Be was a town planner, a 
cartographer, and a geographer of 
note. He designed and had built the 
first loom, the first olive press, and 
made workable drawings of an 
automobile, a flying machine, a 
parachute, a submarine, and a 
diving suit for underwater sabo¬ 
teurs. 

He questioned everything, and 
some of his experiments amounted 
to heresies He questioned the 
Creation, "proved" the Deluge could 
not have occurred, said the sun did 
not move, and derided the spirit 
world. 


And this 15th century genius, in 
contemplating the destiny of man, 
and in the projection of the 
mechanical devices he himseli con¬ 
ceived, was filled with foreboding. 
He foresaw that man’s ingenuity 
couid create a depersonalized mon¬ 
ster for his own destruction. His 
notebooks show, in fact, that he 
anticipated the fearful unknowns 
haunting the 30th century. 

Ttiis book brings Leonardo’s 
many-sided world to life. It is laced 
with color and black and white 
illustrations, including more than 100 
of Leonardo s own drawings It also 
includes the list of 116 books of his 
own library. 

Lord Ritchie-Calder, who has 
done for science what the late Sir 
James Jeans did for astronomy, 
manages, as usual, to make the 
most technically complex subjects 
comprehensible and entertaining to 
the layman. 

I regard I-eonardo and ibe Age of 
the Eye as one of the most 
treasured books In my modest col¬ 
lection. I cannot conceive of anybody 
not feeling the same.

When Mrs Cherie Smith, the 
firm's head, learned at Mrs. 
Kavanagh's slides, she commis¬ 
sioned her to prepare a kit titled. 
The Ocean’s Edge. 

"It was absolutely wonderful 
having a legitimate excuse for being 
a beachcomber," says Vera 
Kavanagh looking back on last 
summer's work. 

Contained in a fisherman's creel, 
the kit has 35 slides taken by Mrs. 
Kavanagh and 10 ipiolmens 
collected by her as well as a tape 
and a study guide. The Ocean's 
Edge is being marketed across 
Canada and in the northwest United 
States. The first lot of kits came out 
this fall, 200 in all. and Vera 
collected the sea life specimens for 
ail of them. 

"This past summer we identified 
more than 75 different creatures 
along the shores," said Mrs. 
Kavanagh who was often accomp¬ 
anied on her seasiiore meandering* 
by Michael Hardon, a young marine 
biologist who is studying for his 
master's degree at Simon Fraser 
University 

Always^feware of conservation. 
Mrs Kavangh selected her sea life 
specimens very carefully, trying 
wherever possible to take shells from 
creatures already dead. The starfish 
which cling to the rocks had to be 
an exception to this rule but 
fortunately their regenerative 
powersWe highly develo]>ed 

A starfish, for example, can 
readily grow a new arm and even a 
dismembered aim U cabable of 
growing missing ports. Quite often 
Mrs. Kavanagh photographed her 
subjects live in a tank at sea water 
and she then returned them to the 
ocean. 

Mrs Kavanagh and her husband, 
Jim, came to live on Gabriola two 
years ago. Well on the way to ulcers, 
Jim was the busy comptroller of a 
New Westminster motor firm when 
he decided to turn his back on the 
rat race. The Kavanaghi gave up 
their stake in the city life and moved 
into the cedar vacation home they 
had built on the island.

Scientists Recreate Substance of Memory 


Fear of Dark Brewed in Tube 


HOUSTON, Tex. t Reuter) 
Scientists at Baylor College 
of Medicine said Saturday 
they have created memory in 
a lest tube for the first time, 
a breuk-tbrough fti«y said 
could rival in importance the 
discovery of the secrets of 
heredity. 

Dr George L'ngar. Hungar- 
lan-born professor of pharma¬ 
cology. said he bus isolated & 
chemical which represents 
fear of darkness. He regards 
it as the first step in decoding 
the complex chemical langu¬ 
age by which the brain 


processes Information and 
learns from it. 

The chemical, called scoto- 
phobin. was extracted from 
the brains of rats which had 
been trained by electric 
shocks to reverse their 
normal reaction and shun the 
dark, injected into untrained 
rats and mice — which 
normally prefer a dark place 
over a lighted one — scoto- 
phobin makes them, too, fear 
darkness. 

* * * 

This chemical memory has 
been virtually duplicated in a 
laboratory at Houston Uni¬ 


versity, be said. The first 
batches ol iyn thetic 
scotophobin were fractionally 
different from the natural 
product of the rats' brains 
and, as a result, higher 
doses were required to in¬ 
duce fear of darkness.

Ungar said in an interview 
Saturday that the synthetic 
memory Is ulready two-thirds 
as effective as the natural 
chemical. 

For Ungar, 64. who arrived 
in the United States in 1847,

CHICAGO (AF) - Waste 
heat from power plants pro¬ 
ducing electricity for cities 
can be used to help provide 
food for the same cities, a 
United States Atomic Energy 
Commission scientist says. 

Tbe plan would work some¬ 
thing like this: 

Tbe excess heat, instead of 
being emptied into lakes or 
streams where it would alter 
the aquatic environment, 
would be channelled to green¬ 
houses and livestock housing 
near the city where the power 
piani is located. 


The waste heat would be 
free, cutting down the cost of 
raising the crop. 

Sam Beall Jr., director of 
the reactor division of Oak 
Ridge National Laboratory in 
Tennessee, outlined the plan 


for reporters at the annual 
meeting of the American 
Association lor the Advance¬ 
ment of Science. 

Thermal pollution, or heat, 
has been of growing concern, 
especially where projipsed 
power generating facilities 
would empty heated water 
into lakes or slraams.

QUALKJUM -According to 
many Indian and Eskimo 
legends, Raven created the 
work!, and today a modem 
RAVEN is creating a world of 
communication to draw the 
Indians of the west coast into 
closer contact with each other 
and the world. 

RAVEN, which stands for 
Radio and Visual Education 
Network, started with video¬ 
taping of events and state¬ 
ments of special interest to 
the Indian people. 

It is a registered non-profit 
society which began from an 
Idea originating at Simon 
Fraser University. The first 
phase was made possible by 
grants from the Donner 
Foundation. 


Recalpia said- "We will have 
someone on deck 24 hours a 
day to provide service in 
emergencies.” 

Oosts of these first five 
installations will be borne by 
the' RAVEN’ society to es¬ 
tablish the pilot propect, set 
out guide-lines and terms of 
reference. 

Others wishing to join the 
service, once it is well 
established, will supply their 
own equipment and operating 
expenses and will obtain their 
licenses through RAVEN. 

However, funds for this will 
likely be available to inter¬ 


ested Indian villages through 
the same sources as those 
which RAVEN used to set up 
the pilot project, that is. 
through the First Citizens 
Fund and grants from private 
philanthopies. 

The first radio is in at New 
Aiyansh. and band councillor 
Joe Gosnell will be the first 
operator there. Others will 
learn from Gosnell and within 
a short time it is hoped the 
village will never be without 
someone who can operate the 
equipment expertly at any 
hour of the day or night. 

The equipment will go into 


the band office or the com¬ 
munity hall depending on 
where space is best available. 

All these men have high 
hopes for the success of 
RAVEN, and deep-seated 
dreams of what it can mean 
for their people, 

Perhaps none of them could 
express it better than counsel¬ 
lor Tom Green of Skidegate, 
after a meeting at which the 
future of RAVEN was out¬ 
lined. 

"With RAVEN.” he said, 
shaking the Recalmas' bauds 
warmly in farewell, “with 
RAVEN, no more goodbyes.”
